mobile unit to switch from the connection with the second BTS and to connect with the 
first BTS via the downlink carrier; and determining that at least one of no signal and an 
inadequate signal was received from the mobile unit by the second BTS unit; and causing 
the second BTS to stop transmitting during a time slot assigned to the mobile unit 
based on the determination; and monitoring a predetermined contingency frequency by 
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the first BTS, the predetermined contingency frequency being used by the mobile unit 
when the mobile unit cannot adequately communicate with the second BTS --.
